Calgary’s annual bull sale of pure 
bred bulls, which has become fa- 
mous throughout the Province for 
the high quality of the animals, 
closed Jast week and was a great 
success, both from point of attend- 
ance and prices realized. The total 
receipts were $146,845, or an aver- 
age of $225 for the 651 animals dis- 
posed of. Buyers were present from 
all all over the Province, who are 
anxious to still further improve 
their ‘purebreds. Shorthorns ap- 
peared to be the favorites, when 327 
went under the hammer at an aver- 
age of $228.85; 221 Herefords aver 
aged $246.35; 28 Aberdeen-Angus 
averaged $188.16° 5 Galloways av- 
eraged $170.
